The foregoing Return is not so full, in some respects, as required, for the following reasons: — 

The state of the Records when I became Clerk of the Peace in the year 1829, 1 found to be very imperfect. 

There is no entry made by the Clerk of the Peace of the amount of rent j to ascertain it he has to refer to the affidavit verifying 
the ejectment, which, in many instances, does not specify the rent. 

It frequently happens that the ejectment does not state the quantity of land sought to be recovered, but refers to a map annexed 
to the lease of the premises, so that the Clerk of the Peace is not enabled to make any entry of the quantity of land.
